Quebec Speaks for Canada 


The old city of Quebec, unrivalled in 
the traditions whith cling to its walls 
and citadel and the famous “Plains of 
Abraham,” was the scene of another spec- 
taculsr and history-making event on Wed- 
nesday. TMere for the first time a King 
of Canada stepped on Canadian soil; ac- 
companied by his Queen. It was, of course, 
the proper place for them to begin their 
journeying through the Dominion, and 
the added distinction thus conferred upon 
the ancient capital will not be grudged by 
other communities, rich as many of these 
also are in time-honored associations. 

Also as a matter of course, Quebec 
rose to the occasion. Nothing was omitted 
to make the official reception ali.that it 
should be. The city was packed with 
people. The vibrant cheers which came 
over the ether to listeners in all parts of 
the Dominion bespoke at once their num- 
bers and the spontaneity of their greeting. 
Those were not the ordered plaudits of 
regimented people marshalled to make a 
show of devotion to a dictator. They were 
the jubilant shouts of free Canadian citi- 
zens, glad and proud of their freedom 
and their citizenship, and knowing that 
both their freedom and their citizenship 
are secure under the benevolent govern- 
mental system of which the King is the 
head and living symbol. So will it be 
wherever Their Majesties pause in their 
progress through the Dominion. In the 
splendour of the official functions and in 
the warmth of its popular welcome, Que- 
bec spoke for Canada. 


Likely Enough He Did It 


There may be nothing in the story 
that Franco snubbed Goering when he 
was asked to make Spain a partner in the 
Nazi-Fascist alliance; but there may be. 
The probabilities rather confirm the re- 
port. 

Franco was glad of.help from Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini when he need- 
ed it, but he knew they were were not help- 
ing him just because they loved him, or 
from any altruistic urge to make the 
Spanish people prosperous and happy. 
Unless he is a fool—and he isn't—he knew 
from the first they intended to make him 
master of Spain only because they want- 
ed to use him in their business of intimi- 
dation and grab. 

Now that he is master, Franco may not 
unnaturally think his first duty is to 
Spain; and there is a heavy reconstruction 
job ahead if Spain is to be restored to 
economic self-dependence and the Span- 
jards to tolerable living conditions. A job 
in which little help can be got from the 
empty treasuries at Berlin and Rome; still 
less if those treasuries are to be made 
support the cost of further military ad- 
ventures. 

That Franco rejected Goering’s propo- 
sal is likely enough in the circumstances. 
That he didn’t do it openly may have been 
only because the Italian legions are still 
camped in Spain. It would be much to 
his advantage in several ways to tell the 
world he is through with the conspirators; 
and he may do it after the Italian mercen- 
aries have been shipped home. 


Fix Up the Place 


The King and Queen will be in Edmon- 
ton two weeks from Friday. Preparations 
are going forward rapidly to mark the oc- 
casion by appropriate official ceremonies, 
and to provide townsfolk and visitors with 
an opportunity to see Their Majesties and 
to join in a popular demonstration of wel- 
come and loyalty. How fares it with the 
beautification campaign, launched with a 
view to putting private premises and pub- 
lic places in the most presentable condi- 
tion? 

It would be out of place if the elabor- 
ate decorations and official functions 
should have a background of neglected 
home surroundings, Edmonton should 
look its best at this time, and Edmonton's 
best in early June is something to arouse 
the admiration of guests and the pride of 
its citizens. There should be no untrim- 
med lawns or unkept flower. beds or di- 
lapidated fences or run-down looking 
houses, Such things would mar the set- 
ting, give outsiders an impression that 
Edmonton people were not living up to 
the part required of them by the size and 
importance of the city, and would cer- 
tainly do nothing to generate the pride 
which should characterize the residents 
of a provincial capital,| a university city 


o 


and a centre of far-flung trading interests. 

Every householder owes it to himself, 
to his neighbors and to the city to look 
about and see whether order and neatness 
make his premises a credit to the com- 
munity. If not—he has two weeks in 
which to put things in shape, and indus- 
try and diligence can work marvels of im- 
provement in a few evenings, by the judi- 
cious use of simple tools and a small out- 
lay for repair materials, plants and paint.

Replying to a ques- 
tioner, who suggested this should be stop- 
ped, Sir Thomas Inskip, secretary for the 
dominions, said: “Every raw material 
which is in common use today is neces- 
sary for war purposes, and to adopt the 
suggestion would be to place an embargo 
on commerce all around”. 

This is so obviously the fact that re- 
peated references to the matter seem to 
indicate a desire to convict Canada of do- 
ing something it should not do, or of 
something Britain is not doing; if not a 
desire to have Canada stop selling any- 
thing at all to Germany—or Italy. With 
what expectation or hope, other than in- 
creasing the sales of wheat, timber and 
innumerable other commodities to the ag- 
gressor states by Canada’s competitors, is 
a mystery. 

The material most often referred to in 
this regard is nickel, of which Canada 
produces more than any other country. 
But if Germany is obtaining any suspi- 
ciously large supplies of Canadian nickel, 
it must be obtaining them from, Britain 
or the United States. It is not obtaining 
them from Canada. The statement of 
Prime Minister King in the House of Com- 
mons absolutely proves that. Only about 
one per cent of the nickel exported from 
Canada is exported to Germany. 

If the desire of the parliamentary cri- 
tics at London is to embargo the shipment 
of this or any other or all other materials 
to the aggressor states, they should start 
the embargoing at home, for it is to Bri- 
tain and the United States, not to Ger- 
many, that Canada is shipping the great 
bulk of the supplies. 


There is one pleasant line in a des- 
patch from Danzig. “Farmers are going 
about their potato planting, and life in 
Danzig proper on the surface is normal.” 
But the next sentence reads: “But busi- 
ness is falling off and merchants say they 
cannot plan ahead.” The farmers who are 
planting potatoes and the merchants and 
their customers who are buying and sell- 
ing are not the parties who are making 
their future dark with uncertainty and 
dread. Left to themselves, the residents 
of the Danzig area would go on with their 
planting and trading, unmindful of racial 
differences.

Facts to Face 


This country is threatened as never before. 
The armed power that could be turned against 
us in a moment is of a size unparalleled in his- 
tory, and the sea that defended us and gave us 
time to meet those who earlier sought world- 
dominion is no longer barrier enough. For jong 
we have enjoyed a security unknown to any 
other nation in Europe; that happy blessing of 
our earlier history must not now prove our un- 
doing. For all is changed. During the whole 
course of the last war only 73 tons of explosive 
bombs were dropped in England. Nowadays 
hundreds of tons could fall in a single raid. It 
should be remembered, too, that the state of 
Europe is so unsettled, the actions and the de- 
mands of its more ruthless leaders so unpredict- 
able, that a raid of this kind could come without 
long notice. No one can say when the challenge 
might come; no one can confidently predict that 
it will not come at all, or even not this year.

The Business Trend 


There was little change in the business situa- 
tion in Canada and in the United States during 
March. 

Industrial production in Canada showed a 
small rise; losses in the seasonally corrected fig- 
ures for pig-iron output, construction activity, 
and exports of lumber, nickel and zinc were more 
than offset by gains in those for raw cotton con- 
sumption by the textile mills, output of the steel, 
foodstuff and tobacco industries and exports of 
gold and asbestos. Industrial production in the 
United States was maintained; some further 
contraction in the output of the heavy industries 
was counteracted by gains in cotton and silk tex- 
tiles, meat packing and tobacco. The small de- 
clines in the manufacturing employment indi- 
cates for both countries reflected chiefly lack of 
the usual degree of seasonal increase in the 
working force of the heavy industries. 

Freight carloadings in Canada more than 
made up the February loss, as grain traffic show- 
ed a sharp recovery and other classes of freight 
were wel] maintained. In the United States, on 
the other hand, there was a further contraction 
which will be even more marked in April, owing 
to the coal strike and consequent reduction of 
coal shipments.—The Bank of Nova Scotia. 


A Word to Preachers 


All churchgoers at some time encounter the 
preacher who groans, who raises his voice aloud 
and drops it to a whisper. Why some ministers 
want to dramatize their sermons in that way we 
do not know, If they would deliver them in an 
easy conversational style, with some emphasis 
here and there, it would be much easier on their 
listeners and less trying to the nerves, Yet these 
ministers cast aside the woebegone manner as 
soon a8 the service is over and become what 
might be called normal beings again, no longer 
under the spell into which they cast themselves 
when in the pulpit.

He does not want—and there is no necessity for 
it—his sermons to be hurled at him as if they 
were something very disagreeable and deadly.

Re-Establishing Credit of Western 
Farmers 


Possibly the outstanding thought which comes 
from a study of the Federal Government's 
National Agriculture policy, as it affects Western 
Canada, is that it will re-establish the credit of 
the western farmer and will place a value upon 
every acre of farm land in the West. The policy, 
viewed from the standpoint of the western 
prairies, must be considered from the angle that 
all the various measures dovetail into one an- 
other, : 

There is first of all theestablishment of the 
principle of insurance or acreage bonus which 
guarantees to the farmer who resides in a town- 
ship in which the average yield of wheat is 12 
bushels or less an award in cash. This will mean 
that the farmer thus situated, and it will include 
most of the farmers with 14 bushels per acre in 
such a township, will be guaranteed a price of 80 
cents or over at Fort William, and the great 
majority of those with 12 bushels or under will 
be guaranteed a price of 65 cents at their own 
loading point. 

The average farmer will not have to be ar- 
gued into seeing the advantage which it will 
mean to him to have the acreage bonus. He will 
recognize at once that it will be possible for him 
to go to the storekeeper in his nearest town, show 
him that he will be getting the acreage bonus 
and secure the necessities of life for himself and 
family. His credit will have been re-established. 
In the sarne way the farmer will be able to go 
to the implement agent and buy a binder or other 
piece of machinery, because he will be able to 
show him that he can get a 60 cent advance on 
his grain if he pools it or 70 cents through the 
Wheat Board. The farmer is back on his feet 
agzin when this becomes operative. Perfectly 
true, he is not guaranteed a profit on his farm- 
ing operations, but he is put on a cash basis. In 
fact, every farmer through the plan will be

The Argentine courts have concluded five 
weeks’ investigation of the alleged plot by Nazi 
agents and Embassy officials to have Patagonia 
seized by Germany. Because the evidence was 
furnished by photostatic copies of the alleged 
report to Berlin, and the Argentine code does 
not permit proof of signa- 
tures by photograph, Alfredo 
Muller, acting head of the 
Nazi party in Argentina, has 
been released. The court held that his signature 
on the reports could not be proved. Perhaps it 
Was an easy way out from the necessity to deal 
drastically with Herr Muller. 

However, the investigation revealed that the 
Nazi invasion of Argentina has reached such 
dimensions, and is of such a character that they 
are an affront to the sovereignty of Argentina, 
The report asks that the Parliament of Argentina 
takes steps to place the Nazi party and the Ger- 
man Labor Front outside Argentinian law. 

Heaviest punishment will come from the 
business houses and the public of Argentina. 
Germany has enjoyed extensive trade with the 
Republic. Business now is being done with 
American and British business houses as a con- 
sequence of popular indignation. It’s .another 
illustration of the German genius for making 
enemies out of would-be friends,

NAZI PROBE IN 
ARGENTINA 


Because the Nazi policy of penetrating for- 
eign countries is the same everywhere, some of 
the disclosures made in the Argentina investi- 
gations, should have interest to Canadians. It was 
testified by German witnesses that the two 
aggressive German bodies, the Nazi party of 

Argentina and the German 
“ANYTHING O.K. Labor Front, are controlled 
TO HELP CAUSE” from Berlin and Munich. They 

have no bylaws; they are 
governed by rules and commandments from Ger- 
many. Their leaders are not elected, they are 
appointed by Berlin. 

The tenth of the ten “commandments” is an 
all-inclusive one. It reads: “Anything is right 
which is useful to the movement, to Germany or 
to your countrymen.” 

Spanish is the official language of Argentina, 
but the Nazi party, which looks after enrolling 
members for military service in Germany, and 
exercises control over the German schools of 
Argentina, prohibits the use of Spanish in its 
meetings, and excludes the Argentina flag. One 
German witness said he had been expelled from 
the Nazi party because he sent out his wedding 
invitations in Spanish instead of German, and 
had sent invitations to two Jewish business 
acquaintances, 

No doubt the report will receive close atten- 
tion in all countries where German Nazis are 
busy propagating their cause. Here is another 
activity of which it can be said that nothing about 
it is too improbable to be true.

Woman in Barn Milking 
Cow During Storm— 
Lights Put Out 


Second fierce electrical storm 
in two nights broke over Edmon- 
ton -Wednesday evening. Light- 
ning blasts set a North Edmonton 
home on fire and blew fuses on 
electric light sub-stations, leay- 
ing parts of the city in darkness 
for more than an hour. 

A bolt of lightning struck the 
two-storey frame home of Pete 
Kmyta at 60 street and 121 avenue 
at 9:34 p.m. and fire that followed 
destroyed the building and con- 
tents. Kmyta was at work at Burns 
and Co, Ltd. packing plant, where 
he is a night watchman. 

At the time of the storm Mrs 
Kmyta was in her barn milking the 
cow. Fire department sent equip- 
men from the North Edmonton sta- 
tion and it was necessary to lay 
1,000 feet of hose to reach the house 
from the nearest hydrant. 

Loss was estimated at $900 and the 
owner said about $500 of insurance 
was carried. 


FUSES BLOWN 

Lightning put lights out in the 
west end for more than an hour 
when a fuse was blown in the sub- 
Station, Electric light department 
trouble-shooters were unable to re- 
place the fuses until the storm had 
passed over due to danger from the 
high charge induced in all the 
equipment by the storm. 

The east end sub-station fuses also 
went, cutting off lights in the dis- 
trict and power to a radio station, 
interfering with the broadcast 

Storm swept in from. the 
southeast and trailed off in a 
northwesterly direction, leaving 
rainfall varying from .24 inches 
insome sections of the city to .54 
in other areas, according to local 
weather reports. | 

Weather observers stated that 
the storm reached its peak of in- 
tensity over the south and west 
sectors of Edmonton.

HE Negro football-player, if he is tough, hardy and cour- 


ageous, has little trouble, 


provided he willing to pay the 


penalty for being a black man playing a white man’s game. 
The chief punishment in this instance is to have to suffer 
the consequences of enthusiastic and determined efforts 
made by members of opposing teams to cripple him during 


the course of the afternoon. It 


is not always possible to deter- 


mine whether this is racial prejudice or merely the lusty 
strategy of high- pressure American football which calls for 
the removal of an opposing player who seems to be doing 
too well, but the pains, bruises, and compound factures are 


identical. 

The Negro player who wins a 
place on a big college team is 
usually exceptionally good and a 
great athlete. Luckily, he ts also 
above the average in intelligence 
and therefore the white man’s 
world can hold but few surprises 
for him. If he is playing for a 
school that schedules decent teams 
he is even likely to get a fair 
shake of the dice. If he is playing 
against high-pressure teams he 
will get hurt. And if a Southern 
team is scheduled he may be re- 
quested not to play at all on that 
particular day.
